The defendant is hereby sentenced to probation for a term of ■ 

FIVE (5) YEARS WITH CONDITIONS. 
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The defendant shall not commit another federal, state or local crime. 

The defendant shall not unlawfully possess a controlled substance. The defendant shall refrain from any unlawful use of a controlled 
substance. The defendant shall submit to one drug test within 15 days of placement on probation and at least two periodic drug tests 
thereafter, as determined by the court. 

□ The above drug testing condition is suspended, based on the court's determination that the defendant poses a low risk of 

future substance abuse (Check, if applicable ) 

IZI The defendant shall not possess a firearm, ammunition, destructive device, or any other dangerous weapon. (Check, if applicable.)

the defendant shall not associate with any persons engaged in criminal activity and shall not associate with any person convicted of a 
felony, unless granted permission to do so by the probation officer; 

the defendant shall permit a probation officer to visit him or her at any time at home or elsewhere and shall permit confiscation of any 
contraband observed m plain view of the probation officer;

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ADDITIONAL STANDARD CONDITIONS OF SUPERVISION 

1 Special Assessment - The defendant shall pay special assessment fee of $1 00.00. The special assessment is due 
immediately and shall be paid to the Clerk of the Court for the U. S. District Court, District of Columbia. 

2. Change of Address - Within 30 days of any change of address, the defendant shall notify the Clerk of the court for the 
U. S. District Court, District of Columbia, of the change until such time as the financial obligation is paid in full. 
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SPECIAL CONDITIONS OF SUPERVISION 

1 Community Confinement - As a special condition of the defendant probation, he shall reside in, and observe the rules 
of, a community corrections center for a period of SIX (6) MONTHS, as approved and directed by the Probation 
Office. The defendant shall voluntarily surrendered when notified by the Probation Office. 

2. Fine Obligation - The defendant shall pay a fine in the amount of $50,000 00, and shall pay the balance of the fine 
at a rate of no less than $500.00 each month and provide verification of payments to the Probation Office. 

3. Financial Disclosure - The defendant shall provide the Probation Office with his income tax returns, authorization for 
release of credit information, and any other business or financial information in which he has a control or interest. 

4. Internal Revenue Service - The defendant shall cooperate and arrange with the Internal Revenue Service to pay 

all past and present taxes, interest, and penalties owed. He shall file timely, accurate, and lawful income tax returns 
and show proof of same to the Probation Office. 

5. Mental Health Treatment - The defendant shall participate in a mental health treatment program, with a focus on 
treatment toward Asperger's Syndrome, as approved and directed by the Probation office. 

6 Substance Abuse Treatment - The defendant shall not unlawfully possess a controlled substance. The defendant's 
enrollment in a substance abuse program and a drug test is left to the discretion of the Probation Office, but the Court 
recommends that the defendant shall submit to one drug test within 1 5 days of placement on probation and at least 
two periodic drug tests thereafter. 

The Probation Office shall release the pre-sentence investigation report to all appropriate agencies in order to execute 
the sentence of the Court. Treatment agencies shall return the pre-sentence report to the Probation Office upon the 
defendant's completion or termination from treatment.
